So much for foreign affairs. Now 
| for a m atter of domestic policy. Here 
in this country we have founded a 
great federal democratic republic. It 
is a government by and for the peo­ 
ple and therefore a genuine demo­ 
cracy; and the theory of our con­ 
stitution is that each neighborhood 
shall be left to deal with the things 
that concern only Itself and which 
it can most readily deal with; so that 
town, county, city, and state have 
their 
respective spheres 
of duty, 
while the nation deals with those 
matters which concern all of us, all 
of the people, no matter where we 
dwell. 
Our democracy is based up­ 
on the belief that each 
individual 
ought to nave the largest measure of 
lib:rty compatible with securing the I 
rights of other individuals, that the; 
average citizen, the plain man whom 
we meet in daily life, is normally ca 
pahle of taking care of his own af­ 
fairs, and has no desire to w*rong 
any one else; and yet that in the in- j 
terest of all there shall be sufficient I 
pow*er lodged somewhere to prevent J 
people from trampling the weak un­ 
der foot for their ow n gain.
